'It merely represents the result of 
the judges having been busy on other 
| jobs. Admiralty cases have been 
| heavy. A Churchman opposes divorce 
| reform, not for the sake of men and 
women, but for the sake of the 
Church. Superstition and ecclesias- 
tical authority (to say nothing of 
'fees) are at stake. At present our 
marriage and divorce law stinks. Re- 
form isurgently needed. A divorcesuit 
in jorma pauperis (the divorce petition, 
of a pauper, please observe) cannot 
be started on without an initial 
deposit of about £70, It was clever 
of Churchman to talk of “holy 
matrimony being bolshevised.” But 
matrimony never. has .been holy 
under his system, and there is 
no question’ of bolshevising it. 
The reformers want it recognized 
for what it is, a simple human 
partnership. The hardships of 
marriages which he admits. are 
not irremediable. Even now, with- 
out reasonable divorce facilities, they 
are remedied. The poor man beats 
his wife or deserts her, either curing 
her or getting rid of her. The well- 
to-do man takes a mistress. if he 
Shirks the bother and expense of a 
divorce. It is too fatally easy to 
“Snarry- ‘in haste,”. and Church. 
men raise no objection, They will 
marry nearly any body except divorced 
pereons,, They will give their bless: 
ing to the hortid union of a young 
girl and a doddering old man. They 
will marry an infected libertine to an 
innocent’ girl, and “no questions 
asked.”. Divorce should be ‘as 
easy as marriage, "no more easy 
and no'less. Where Churchman 
starts wrong and goes wrong. ds in.
